| James A. Perry, inspector and 
breeder of Norman stallions, and own- 
er of the Riverview stock farm at 
Wilmington, Illinois, arrived in Reno 
Saturday with six fine stallions. He 
}was on his way to San Francisco, 
2 | where he intended to sell the animals. 
The Trustees of the Fair induced him 
to stop over in Reno this week and to 
exhibit his horses. They are on the 
grounds to-day and are a leading feat- 
ure in the live stock department. The 
Norman or Percheron horses are re- 
markable for their great size, strength 
and weight. They are bred for heavy 
draft purposes. Ily 90 per cent. of 
the horses of this breed are of a gray 
color. They are fast,walkers and wi 
cover at that pace a good four miles in 
an hour. They make fair roadsters 
also. Mr. Perry statcs that he has 
driven a horse of this breed in France 
twenty miles in two ours and four 
minutes, which is certainly a satisfac- 
tory rate of speed on the road. Of 
the horses exhibited by Mr. Perry the 
most prominent is Royalty, an im- 
ported Norman, a dappled gray, 
WHOSE WEIGHT 1s 1970 POUNDS. 
Pathfinder, another imported animal, 
| four years old, is also a dappled gray ; 
weight 1760 pounds. He is valued 
at $2000. Scotch Tom is a Clydes- 
dale stallion, imported from Aberdeen 
last fall. He is a coal black horse, 
five years old, and weighs 1750. Val- 
ued at about $1800. There are three 
grade horses which are very handsome 
animals. Their legs are free frum the 
long shaggy hair that is a character- 
istic of the full blooded Normans. 
Monarch 2d, of five-eighths Norman 
blood, sired by imported Monarch, is 
a four-year-old dappled gray, weight 
1450, and worth about $1000. Den- 
mark 2d, sired by imported Denmark, 
weighs 1770, is six years old anda 
handsome gray stallion, valued at 
$1200. Duke 2d is a five-year-old, 
sired by the celebrated Duke du 
Chatres that won the firet prize at the 
Centennial exhibition. This is a three- 
quarter Norman and 8 1770 
pounds, valued at 81500. r. Perry 
makes an annual trip to California, 
where he has already sold about forty 
Norman horses.

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Mark Twain began life in Nevada 


asa miner. While working in the 
Aurora district he composed and sent 
to the Virginia Enterprise what pur- 
ported to be a report of the Fourth of 
July oration of an Aurora orator. It 
began as follows: I am the son of a 
revolutionary sire and was born by a 
revolutionary dam.“ Goodman, at 
that time editor of the Enterprise, was 
struck with the humor of the produc- 
tion, and wrote to Twain, offering him 
a place as reporter on the paper and 
better wages than the $4 a day that 
Twain was earning asa miner. Mark 
walked all the way from Aurora, and 
on his arrival in Virginia went straight 
to the office of the Enterprise. He 
was a very dirty looking tramp when 
he en the editorial room with his 
blankets strapped on bis back and the 
dust of aval coating him from head 
to foot. It was always one of Twain’s 
peculiarities never to change his man- 
ner, or his shirt for that matter, to 
suit occasions. His first words to the 
astonished staff were: Damn my 
hide—if I ain't lousy then shoot me. 
No one present was prepared te dis- 
pute the assertion, and Twain's lousi- 
ness at that period may be accepted as 
a historical fact. 

Twain soon got well acquainted on 
the Comstock, and in the columns of 
the Enterprise frequently perpetrated 
jokes on some of the well known char- 
acters of Virginia. ‘Shortly after his 
arrival the following advertisement 
appeared one morning, and is one of 
Twain's first newspaper jokes: 

FOUND. 


There was picked up in front of the 
Enterprise office this morning a large 
horse or mule shoe. It was of such 
great size and weight that a reporter 
was detajled to find out the owner of 
an animal of such remarkable propor- 
tions as to be able to wear it. The 
shoe was taken to all the blacksmiths 
in town, but none of them had ever 
made one so big, and they didn’t be- 
lieve there was any mule or horse in 
the country that the shoe would fit. 
As it „ about 88 to replace, 
the shoe is advertised, so that the 
owner can get it at this office and save 
expense. 7
